Home and Abroad. 


The farmers ol the Western States are 


mortgaged to the gold bags of the Enst. 
The farmers are anxious to make money 
plentifnl and cheap, hence they favor the 
free coinage of silver. The gold bugs, on 
the contrary, desire to keep money scarce 
ond dear, hence their advocacy of the gold 
or single standard. 
The farmers of Iowa, 


Kansas, Nebraska, Minnesota and the Da- 
kotas w*re intensely Republican, until they 
became aware that the party «aa controlled 
by Eastern millionaires. It wan difficult to 
convince them that such was the fact, but 
the moment they disoovertd it they repu- 
diated their old leaders, declared for re- 
duced taxation and the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver. Under the banner of 
the Farmers' Alliance, which differs, but 
little, except in name, from the Democrats, 
they revolutionized in one campaign, States 
which were overwhelmingly Republican, 
Kansas, which, for instance, gave Harrison 
in 1888 a majority of over 82,000 in a total 
vote of 329,000, and elected the entire Re- 
publican delegation to Congress, last Ko- 
vember elected five Farmers' Alliance Rep- 
resentatives and a Legislature wbioh de- 
feated the Republican candidate for United 
States Senator. The Senator and Repre- 
sentatives are pledged to vote for free coin- 
age, and in revenge, the moment the mort- 
gage on a farm'tells due, the money must 
be paid, or, if a renewal is obtained, it is 
conditioned in the bond that it must be paid 
in gold coin only.

Meuibera of 


ibis organization were .accused of assas- 
sinating Chief of Police Hennessy in New 
Orleans. Months of diligent investigation 
resulted in fastening the crime upon mem- 
bers of the Mafia, and they were indicted 
for murder by the Grand Jury. The trial 
jury, charged by some'with being bribed 
and by others with fearing tho fate of the 
Chief o! Police if they found the accused 
guilty, acquitted several of the defendants, 
and disagreed as to the guilt of the others. 
The Court remanded to jail those whowero 
acquitted by the jury, as other charges 
were pending against them. The citizens 
organized, went to the jai< nod shot or 
hanged all who were accused of the mur- 
der of the Chief of PoLoe and their action 
has been approved by the moat respectable 
people in the city, 


Inspector Byrnes of Now York, who is 


considered excellent authority on the sub- 
ject, says those Sicilians are outlaws, who 
dare not return to the land of their birth 
because in many instances a price is fixed 
upon their heads. They were criminals in 
their own country and continue their career 
of crime in this country. Up to 1860 the 
Mania was a political organization, with 
rites, symbols and passwords. It degener- 
ated into a criminal league in which ban- 
dits, robbers, counterfeiters, murderers 
and others of the criminal classes were 
united. Dxpelled from their own country 
those men came to the United States and 
formed an organization which is not toler- 
ated by the Italian Government, and in 
wbich the greatest criminal is tbo leader.

THE NKW X.AND LAWS. 


Provisions of the Act of March 1801. 


A revised edition of Copp's Settler's 


Guide ia received. It is indispensable to 
everybody who is, or expect* to be inter- 
ested In public land, nod iU price is only 
twenty-five cents. A supplement to the 
Guide contains tbe Act of Congress ap- 
proved- March 3rd, 1891, a synopsis of 
which ia here given: 


Section 1 repeals the timber culture act, 


but saves the rights of all existing entries, 
and gives the right of commutation to 
those who have for four years in good 
faith tried to comply, at $1.25 per acre. 


Section 2 modifies the desert land act, 


providing fully for actual reclamation of 
the land entered, and preventing specu- 
lative accumulation of the land, with a 
saving of all rights under existing entries. 


Section 3 enlarges section 2288, Revised 


Statutes, by ircluding reservoirs, or ditches 
for irrigating purposes. 


Section 4 repeats tbe pre eruption laws, 


with a modification of the homestead law, 
and with provisions more strict as to 
proofs at entry, and all final proofs, ex- 
tending tb« commutation from six to four- 
teen months. 


Sections 7 and 8 provide details as to 


final action of the Interior Department on 
final entries, and provide limitations as to 
contests and suits to cancel patents, fixing 
the latter at five years as to patents now 
issued, and six years us to future ones. 


Section 9 prohibits offering of public 


lands at public sale hereafter, thus pre- 
venting private or cash entries. 


Sections 10 to 17 relate to lands in 


Alaska, for their acquisition for manufac- 
turing and commercial purpoits and for 
townsites, 


Section 17 allows mineral entries, in ad- 


dition to tbe maximum allowance of 320 
acres allowed by existing law. 


Sections 18, 19, 20 and 21 relate to 


ditches and reservoirs, and their con- 
struction. 


Section 23 cares defeats in the titles of 


settlers on former Indian lands caused by 
different rulings of th» Department of the 
Interior. 


Section 24 authorizes tbe President to 


set about trutt reserves, where to preserve 
timber, where be shall deem it advisable.
